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ADDENDA 


On August 31, 1997, I visited Sweethome, Texas in an effort 
to see if I could locate any relatives and to take a look at the 
country. 


I was not able to locate any Culpeppers in Lavaca County, in 
none of the telephone directories or by word of mouth. No 
one I contacted had even heard of the Culpeppers living in the 
area. As it was on Sunday, no visit could be made to the 
courthouse to see any records. 


After much driving and question asking I did locate the Mt. 
Olive cemetery. It was grown up with tall grass and was a 
rather large plot. Toward the front there was a large sign 
that read: Mt. Olive Cemetery. In front of this sign there 
was a granite marker with the below inscription: 


FRANCIS G. CULPEPPER 
Born Jan. 31, 1804 
Died Oct, 21, 1903 


Came to Texas in 1851 with his wife and 16 
children, also brought a colony. 


He was Primitive Baptist, a decandant of LORD 
-CULPEPPER of England and an outstanding 
citizen of Lavaca County. 


Further back in the cemetery under cedar trees I found some 
markers that were inscribed:

There seems to had been a large group of people from 
Czechoslovakia that came into the area about 1880. Most of 
the citizens have names foreign to us in the Southern 
culture. I could not find even one Baptist church in the 
county, however this not to say that there are some. 
There seems to be a strong Catholic influence there, 

from the appearance of the churchs and schools. 


From information gained, the town of Sweethome has 
been moved about five miles South of its original location. 
This was to locate it along the railroad that came into the 
area as progress developed. I visited this small town, 
whicly interesting to look at.
